road 
will be built, people

direct benefit

it. 


Wilmington willcome in for its share, 
and a larger share, 
perhaps, 
than any 


other 
one 
place. 
Wilmington 
has 


been kept back, almost 
destroyed, by 


that abominable 
lighterage 
system, 


ifrail and ship had 
been 
brought to- 


gether at Wilmington years ago, that 
would to-day be a flourishing seaport, 
with four times its present population. 
The 
building 
of a 
wharf at 
San- 


ta 
Monica 
and 
a 
road 
to 
this 


city 
will compel 
the 
withdrawal 


of those little tugs from that harbor, 
and all the vessels that can will come 
to the wharf at Wilmington 
where 


they will discharge 
and 
receive 
car- 


goes.

Wilmington is allright and we have 
friend Fisher there with the

Our Financial Condition. 


Staggering under a weight of insipid 


or dishonest 
legislation, our country is 


still floundering along, with but faint, 
if any hopes of a change for the better 
during tiie lifeof thisgeneration.

per cent, 
below par, with an 


annually 
increasing 
debt, 
with all 


business 
deranged 
and 
dissensions, 


panics, strikes and general dissatisfac- 
tion all over the country, with a bur- 
den of taxation 
which depresses 
all 


business?all 
this, with no hope 
for 


the future. 
Is not this the "ragged 


edge of despair"? 
Ten years have 


elapsed 
since 
the war, 
and 
not yet 


able 
to solve 
the problem 
of our 


finances?shame! 
The errors of our 


national 
legislation 
have enveloped 


us in this financial 
fog. 
Their first 


blunder might have been 
corrected; 


but false legislation is like the telling 
of a falsehood, 
the utterance 
of one 


generally requires 
a dozen others 
to 


cover, and hide the first one. 
To rem- 


edy their lint mistake, 
our 
Con- 


greas 
has 
passed 
a 
dejsen 
un- 


wise 
acta 
and 
filled 
the 
land 


with a thousand 
maudlin 
speeches. 


We doubt ift here ever was a more stu- 
pid blunder 
made 
by 
a legislative 


body on earth than the act which de- 
clared that greenbacks 
should be a le- 


gal tender, but should 
not be taken 


for duties on imports at the custom 
house 
of the nation. 
Here was 
the 


stupid, the crowning act, which 
dis- 


honored our own currency. 
By this 


act the very men who created the cur- 
rency,advertised 
to the world that t hey 


had no confidence 
in our ability, or 


willingness to redeem it. Of course no 
body wanted it. 
The consequence 
of 


that error has cost the country untold 
mi!lioii.-. Tiie people have been fleeced 
of millions by the high prices of for- 
eign fa'-i ics, gold gamblers have rob- 
bed 
them 
to their 
hearts 
content. 


And still it continues. 
If there 
had 


been any necessity for tha stupid blun- 
der there would be something to offer in 
extenuat ion, but there was none. Con- 
gress could have obtained all the mon- 
ey the government 
wanted 
on 
cur- 


rency payment. 
The government was 


not pledged 
to pay the five-twenty 


bonds 
in gold nor the seven-thlrtys, 


and if the currency had been taken at 
the custom 
house it would have been 


at par with gold throughout the world, 
or with all tbe nations 
that we deal 


with. 
There.bas 
not been a time since 


the stupid act was 
passed, that 
Con- 


gress could not have remedied 
it by 


making greenbacks receiveable at the 
custom house. 
But this would have 


spoiled the fame of the gold gambiers 
and stock jobbers. 
Allour legislation 


has been in their interest.
